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Hijacked 
Plan e To 
Kid n ap Man 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - A pas­ 
senger jet with 58 persons 
aboard was hijacked over South 
Florida Tuesday by two nervous 
gunmen kidnaping an old man 
who tearfully told passengers, 
“ I ’m going to be killed!’’ 
The pilot of National Airlines 
flight 28. Capt. Clarence J. 
Delk, said “ they were expecting 
us. I don’t know how they knew 
we were coming. We were iden­ 
tified from the Cuban tower by 
flight number during our ap­ 
proach to Havana airport ” 
The hijackers’ prisoner, a 
man who appi'ared to be in his 
sixties, was led from the plane 
crying and gesturing for help. 
Stewardess Sarah E. West 
said the man slipped her some 
personal papers when the men 
weren’t looking. She hid them 
on the plane and they were not 
found 
when Cuban soldiers 
searched the aircraft during the 
SIX hours at Havana. The pa­ 
pers were given to the F B I in 
Miami. 
All three men were met at 
Jose Marti airport in Havana by 
Jose Abrantes. Cuban vice min­ 
ister in charge of security They 
were driven away with him in a 
government security car. 
Radio Havana, official voice 
of the F'idel Castro government, 
said today that the plane was 
forced off its route by “ three 
armed passengers. ’ The Cuban 
broadcast, monitored in Miami, 
said. “ The three passengers 
sought permission to remain in 
this countrv'.■’ adding that the 
request “ is being studied by 
competent Cuban authorities." 
The three men. all in business 
suits, boarded together in Tam­ 
pa. The airline said they gave 
their names as J. Arnentero, G. 
Carrazana. and R. Donate when 
they bought tickets 
Four minutes after takeoff on 
the Tampa-to-Miami leg of a 
flight that began in San Francis­ 
co, one of the gunmen put a 45- 
caliber automatic pistol at the 
neck of stewardess Donna Gol- 
dinher, 26. and forced her into 
the cockpit. She fumbled with a 
kev’ and made the men nervous, 
“ they clicked their guns," she 
said 
Efforts by other stewardesses 
to warn the pilot failed as both 
gunmen p t into the cabin be­ 
fore he picked up the intercom, 
said stewardess Sally Jackson 
Kenner 
Delk said he maintained radio 
silence because “ we didn’t want 
to do anything to make them 
think we were not cooperating” 
American officials tracked the 
plane on radar. Cuba notified 
U.S. officials after the plane’s 
safe landing at 12:36 p.m. The 
plane returned to Miami at 7:57 
p.Tn. 
The man who said he was 
going to be killed sat quietly in 
the coach section of the plane 
until the landing in Cuba. 
“ I heard noise that sounded 
like a fight in the cockpit." said 
Mrs. Kenner, “ but then I saw it 
was the old man beating his 
hands and arms on the chair 
armrest. Then he began pacing 
up and down saying in his bro­ 
ken English, ‘I’m going to be 
killed!’ ’’ 
“ Kill, kill. Dead, dead,’’“ the 
old man said as he gestured at 
his throat with a finger. 
To reports that hijackers were 
drunk or on dope, Mrs. Kenner 
said: “ They were not drunk. 
They were just petrified, scared 
to death” 
In Havana, crew, passengers 
and military personnel aboard 
the plane were separated. Mrs. 
Kenner said. “ They would not 
let us all be together. We were 
interviewed all afternoon from 
one to seven—constant ques­ 
tions, 
pictures being Uiken. 
newsreel and everything “ 
Flip Wilson, the comedian, 
who was a passenger on the 
plane, said the old man indicat­ 
ed he had been taken prisoner 
in Mexico. 
The National flight was the 
third commercial airliner hi-

About 25 miles ea.st of Khe 
Sanh. South Vietnamese infan­ 
trymen and armored cavalry­ 
men reported 194 enemy sol­ 
diers killed in a two-day battle 
that ended Tuesday night five 
miles north of the U.S. Marine 
headquarters at Dong Ha. Their 
losses were 39 killed. 91 wound­ 
ed and 12 missing. 
A 
government 
spokesman 
said most of the South Viet­ 
namese casualties were suf­ 
fered in a heavy artillery bar­ 
rage that triggered the battle, 
the 10th major fight by the 
same units in the past two 
weeks. 
Three miles to the east. U.S. 
Marines battled for eight hours 
with an estimated 600 North 
Vietnamese and counted the 
bodies of 35 enemy soldiers aft­ 
erwards. Ten Americans were 
killed and 23 wounded. 
The 3rd Marine Division has 
its headquarters at Dong Ha. 11 
miles south of the demilitarized 
zone. Tuesday’s other heavy- 
fighting was below Quang Tri 
City capital of South Vietnam’s 
northernmost province, e ig h t 
miles south of Dong Ha. Fresh 
enemy units have been reported 
crossing the DMZ into the area 
recently. 
In a battle which continued 
into the night, soldiers of the 
U.S. 1st Air Cavalrv Division re­ 
ported killing 59 enemy soldiers 
and seizing one suspect south­ 
west of Quang Tri.

McCarthy Exhibits 
Surprising Strength 
In Primary Contest 


CONCORD, N.H (AP> - New 
Hampshire Democrats returned 
a startling split decision today, 
giving President Johnson a nar­ 
row, empty victory- in the na­ 
tion’s opening presidential pri­ 
mary— while awarding rebel­ 
lious Eugene J. McCarthy 42 
per cent of the ballots and ap­ 
parently 20 nominating votes at 
the party’s national convention 
Richard M. Nixon won the 
overwhelming Republican vote 
he sought to help wipe out the 
memory- of past defeats and 
propel his quest for the GOP 
presidential nomination. 
But the drama was in the 
Democratic story-. It was a sto­ 
ry- of political trouble for John­ 
son. and a leadoff sucx-ess for 
McCarthy, whose campaign on 
a platform protesting Vietnam 
policy- once was scorned as in­ 
consequential by Democratic 
professionals. 
Minnesota's 
McCarthy 
far 
surpassed 
his forecasts—and 
those of his opponents, John­ 
son’s name was not on the bal­ 
lot, but the state Democratic or­ 
ganization 
waged 
a 
tough 
write-in campaign. Its product: 
a minority win for the Presi­ 
dent. who received 49 per cent 
of the vote. 
The 
near-final 
count 
had 
Johnson leading McCarthy by 
less than 4.(XK) votes. The I’resi- 
dent’s promoters had forecast a 
3-1 victory—and even that pre­ 
diction was toned down from 
earlier 10-1 talk. 
The contest for delegates ap­ 
peared to be reversing the ver­ 
dict of the presidential prefer­ 
ence poll. Actually, the poll, po­ 
pularly called a “ beauty con­ 
test.” is binding on no one. 
In the separate contest for 
Democratic delegates, candi­ 
dates pledged to vote for Mc­ 
Carthy’s nomination were lead­ 
ing for 20 of the 24 national 
convention seats at issue, while 
contenders favoring Johnson led 
for 4 
McCarthy’s performance in 
that phase of the primai>- was 
enhanced by the fact that as a 
declared candidate, he could 
choose the people running as 
delegates pledged to him. and 
limit their number. Johnson, un­ 
declared and not on the ballot, 
could not. 
As a result, there were 24 
McCarthy delegates on the bal­ 
lot. while 45 persons favoring 
Johnson divided the loyalist 
vote. 
The Minnesota senator thus 
confounded the forecasts and 
gained his first officially select­ 
ed, pledged delegates to the 
Democratic convention 
That showing lent new stature 
to his campaign of opposition to 
Johnson’s policy in Vietnam, al­ 
though the President scoffed at 
the outcome, saying New Hamp­ 
shire is the only place where a 
candidate can claim 
“40 per 
cent is a mandate” 
The magnitude of the Nixon 
vote left no doubt about the 
mandate there. The former vice 
president swept 79 per cent of 
the vote, smothering the last- 
minute write-in campaign for 
New York Gov, Nelson A Rock­ 
efeller. Nixon was out to erase 
the label of loser pinned to him 
after defeats for the White 
House in 1960 and for the gover­ 
norship of California in 1962 
Nixon said it was "a smash­ 
ing victory. Roc'kefeller said it 
was not significant 
becau.se 
there was no competition. 
These were the returns: 
With 99 per cent of the 
anticipated 54,000 Democratic 
votes counted. Johnson had 
25,970 and McCarthy had 22,479 
On the Republican ballot, 
with 99 per cent of the expected 
(See .Mc'CARTHY F’age 4A.:

Go ld Rush 
Is Furious 
In Eu ro p e 


L0NIX)N (AP) — Europe’s 
gold rush became a virtual 
stampede today and bullion 
dealers curtailed trading sharp­ 
ly in the London market 
The curtailment was the first 
such action taken since the for­ 
mation of the international gold 
pool in 1960. 


London dealers made clear 
there was no suspension of 
sales. They raised the price of 
gold five cents to $35.20 an 
ounce and refiLsed to take small 
orders. No big orders were re­ 
fused. 


The action came as the Italian 
treasury’ desc-ribed as “ without 
foundation” a report from Zur­ 
ich that the United States was 
shouldering Italy’s share of bul­ 
lion in the international pool. 
P’orty tons of gold 
were 
snapped up in the London mar­ 
ket at the opening price fixing, 
more than double Tuesday’s lev­ 
el at the same period. This 
could mean a day’s total of 
close to 100 tons and a return to 
last December’s crisis level. 
Heavy demand also hit the 
Zurich market. One source said 
Swiss banks expect an embargo 
on gold sales to be announced 
soon by the United States, which 
with the other six nations of the 
gold pool is pledged to sell gold 
at $35 an ounce. 
The Zurich report of Italy’s 
defec’tion from the seven-nation 
pool was the prime topic among 
London dealers although it had 
been rumored for some time.

LMmond Brown in 1962. reacted 
to the results with all the enthu­ 
siasm of a first time winner 
Republican voters in New 
Hampshire gave him 79 per cent 
of their votes 
Jubilant and sure of himself 
joking about how well he looked 
in new make-up, he urged Roc'k­ 
efeller to enter all the prima­ 
ries. 
Rockefeller told newsmen he 
considered the primary results, 
where his write-in bid won only 
about 10 per cent of the voters, 
“iasignificant ” Johnson also 
shrugged off the results 
But Nixon, surrounded by 
hundreds of supporters gathered 
in front of television cameras. 
dLsagreed. 
“ America is going to get new 
leadership in the fall and the 
country is going to get a new 
president in January." he said 
“ We have won in New Hamp­ 
shire and we are going to win in 
Miami" where the Fiepublican 
National Convention meets in 
August, he said as the crowd 
cheered.

James Davidson, spokesman 
for the 12 Liberal members of 
the House of Commons, said: 
“ We are extremely gratified by 
Sen. 
McCarthy’s tremendous 
success in the New Hampshire 
primary. His very high vote 
shows how deeply disturbed is a 
large section of the American 
population by President John­ 
son’s policy over Vietnam. 
“ British Liberals are equally 
disturbed by this policy.” 
A party spokesman said the 
cable wished McCarthy “ even 
better results in the other pri­ 
maries.” 
The Evening Standard said 
McCarthy “ has emerged as a 
serious threat to Lyndon John­ 
son, a force to reckon with in 
the Democratic party, and a 
presidential candidate of untold 
potential.” 
The Evening News in a storv 
from New York said “ Mc­ 
Carthy's eleventh-hour 
rally, 
aided by hundreds of dedicated 
young students and campaign 
workers, proved conclusively 
that the mood of unrest over 
Vietnam is developing into a po­ 
litical force that cannot be ig­ 
nored.” 
In Paris, France Soir said: 
“ The South Vietnam conflict is 
unpopular. This Is the verdict of 
a strong minority of voters in 
New Hampshire. 
“ They inflicted an unexpected 
setback on Lvndon Johnson. The 
reverse suffered by the Presi­ 
dent does not affect his political 
future But the antiwar move­ 
ment which has begun would 
take on the proportions of a na­ 
tional crusade in the coming 
months...” 
The first Soviet reaction was 
a brief Moscow radio report 
which said: “ American political 
observers consider this percent­

LOS ANGELES I APi - The 
Board of Education has appoint­ 
ed a Negro principal and vice 
principal to replace white offi­ 
cials at a predominantly Negro 
high school where pupils have 
been boycotting classes. 
The board appointed Lewis L. 
Johnson Jr. as principal and 
David Stewart vice principal of 
Jefferson High School in South 
Los Angeles. A spokesman said 
the board did not view the ap­ 
pointments as yielding to pupil 
demands. 
Walkouts by up to 3.500 
youths, complaining of discrimi­ 
nation and other problems, em­ 
broiled seven high schools after 
eight days of turmoil 
Violence hit two schools Tues­ 
day. 
In the town of Venice, west of 
Los Angeles, about 1.000 pupils 
left classes Tuesday and fist- 
fights and rock throwing erupt­ 
ed. Eleven youths were arrest­ 
ed. 
Three hundred Negro young­ 
sters at Edison junior high set 
fires and broke windows before 
leaving school. It took two 12- 
man police squads to subdue the 
Venice youths, who were booked 
on suspicion of failure to dis­ 
perse. assault with a deadly 
weapon and other charges. 
A boycott of classes at five 
East Los Angeles schools—in an 
area where there are about 
one-million persons of Mexican 
descent—showed signs of dwin­ 
dling.

Amendment 
Proposed 
On Taxes 


JEFFERSO N CITY (AP) - 
Only one proposed constitution­ 
al amendment cleared both 
houses of the Missouri Legisla­ 
ture in the special session that 
ended last midnight 
It would let Missouri's reve­ 
nue department accept federal 
income tax defintions in draft­ 
ing the income tax laws next 
year and in the future. 
The 
proposed 
amendment 
could be submitted to a test of 
the voters at the August pri­ 
mary or at the November gen­ 
eral election. 
Several bills died. 
The proposed earnings tax in­ 
crease for Kansas City—to let 
the city’s voters decide whether 
the maximum earnings tax levy 
should be increased from the 
present one-half of one per cent 
to a full one per cent—appar­ 
ently died in a vote trade for 
Congressional redistricting. 
The odd thing is that luc U. 
The odd thing is that the 
U.S. Supreme Court agreed to 
consider an appeal of a lower 
federal court’s order rejection 
of Missouri's 1967 Congressional 
redistricting law. The Supreme 
Court also said that the 1967 
districts could be used in this 
year’s congressional elections 
That made empty shadow 
boxing of the big fight over 
congressional redistricting this 
special session. So congression­ 
al redistricting was forgotten 
after having been the hottest is­ 
sue of the session for most of 
the 60 days. 
But no one revived the earn­ 
ings tax bill. 
Along with the basic re- 
districting bills, down the drain 
went two proposed constitution­ 
al changes that might have 
solved the problem in the fu­ 
ture. They would have set up 
bipartisan commissions to re­ 
align 
Congressional 
districts 
when population shifts made 
that mandatory under federal 
one man-one vote decisions. 
But most of the bills recom­ 
mended did clear the special 
session in some form and many 
of them already have been 
signed by Gov. Warren E. 
Hearnes 
Among bills that passed both 
houses were ones to— 
Exempt from the sales tax 
electric power that amounts to 
more than 10 per cent of any 
industry's manufacturing costs, 
any railroad rolling stock built 
in Missouri and any air or wa­ 
ter control devices bought and 
installed by industry. 
Increase the contingency fund 
of the Jackson County prosecut­ 
ing attorney from $10,000 a year 
to $20,000. 
Increase the St. Louis zoo tax. 
Require that the state take 
over the St. Louis Board of 


Probation and Parole operation. 
Increase from $10 a day to 
$15 the state aid toward cost of 
treating indigent tuberculosis 
patients in St. Louis and Kan­ 
sas City municipal hospitals. 
Increase salaries in the Divi­ 
sion of Savings and Loan. 
Increase the size of the State 
Boat Commission, make it bi­ 
partisan and authorize addition­ 
al patrolmen. 
Liberalize the Kansas City 
teacher retirement system. 
Improve benefits of the St. 
Louis firemen’s pension system. 
Boost the pay of the State 
Liquor Control supervisor. 
Bills to produce revenue and 
finance an expansion of the St. 
Louis County police protection 
program. 
Bills to boost pay of the Kan­ 
sas City Police Department.

That fell far sho rt o f demands 
b y Chairman J. W. Fu lb right, 
D-Ark., and a majo rity o f the 
o ther co mmittee memb ers that 
Co ngress b e b ro u ght into any fu ­ 
tu re escalatio n discu ssio ns at an 
early stage. 
“He nev er did answer u s o n 
whether there wo u ld b e co nsu l­ 
tatio ns b efo re a decisio n is 
made,” Fu lb right to ld newsmen 
after the two -day Ru sk ap p ear­ 
ance ended Tu esday . 
Desp ite the secretary ’s refu s­ 
al to meet his demands, Fu l­ 
b right sho wed little inclinatio n 
fo r accep ting a challenge p o sed 
b y Sen.

M ay Have Been Misnomer 


BRUSSELS (AP) - Was th e 
Atlan tic Ocean misn amed ? 
Was th e “lo st co n tin en t o f 
Atlan tis” n o t in th e Atlan tic at 
all, b u t ju st th e n ame fo r a 
g ro u p o f islan d s in th e Aeg ean 
Sea, 
b etween 
Greece 
an d 
Tu rk ey ? 
Was its capital built on a 
strange, round island volcano — 
part of what is now called 
Santorini — which disappeared 
in a tremendous eruption 3,400 
years ago? 
Evidence 
for 
this 
theory 
about Atlantis, historical and 
scientific, is being marshaled by 
Prof. Andre Capart, who directs 
oceanographic research for the 
North 
A tla n tic 
Treaty 
Organization 
— 
NATO. 
He 
works with his wife, Denise, an 
expert 
on 
the 
ancient 
civilizations of the area. 
Capart, head of Belgium’s 
Royal 
Institute 
of 
Natural 
Sciences, is busy preparing two 
expeditions. One, Belgian, will 
explore the Libyan Desert from 
which he thinks the people of 
Atlantis first came. The other, 
for NATO, will in the course of 
its other work examine the 
ocean 
bed 
southwest 
of 
Santorini. There, he thinks, 
huge chunks of the Atlantan 
capital tumbled into the sea 
when the volcano erupted. 
Santorini lies in the middle of 
the Aegean, 75 miles north of 
Crete. The Caparts think it was 
an island siicred to Poseidon, 
Greek god of the sea, and the 
one which anc’ient writers had 
in mind when they told of the 
center of a great civilization 
which sank beneath the water 
after a great catastrophe 
This 
is 
the 
way 
the 
philosopher Plato described it: 
“ Poseidon 
isolated 
the 
central 
mountain. 
For 
this 
purpose, he made enclosures of 
sea and land, small and large, 
one outside the other.” 


If you look at a map of 
Santorini it Is easy to imagine it 
as the remains of a thin circle of 
land, 
about 
12 
miles 
in 
diameter, 
surrounding 
a 
circ'ular bay. In the middle 
there are now small islands 
which the volcano has thrown 
up since Plato’s time. He knew 
it as a great empty bay from

which the central mountain had 
disappeared.

The Caparts think the “ sons 
of Atlas” — in Greek mythology 
Atlas was a son of Poseidon — 
invaded the Aegean from Libya 
in Noith Africa. They link this 
“ Atlantan” civilization with the 
one on Crete, which went 
through a sudden tremendous 
change about 1400 B.C. 
They cite an impressive series 
of 
similarities 
among 
the 
legends, historical accounts and 
archaeological remains of Crete 
and Atlantis. 
Beginning about 1500 B.C. 
there was a new invasion of the 
Aegean, this time from the 
north. The Achaeans, warriors 
from the Balkan peninsula, 
conquered much of the area. 
Not long after they came to 
the 
Aegean 
occurred 
the 
tremendous eruption of the 
Santorini volcano. 
“ In just one day and one 
terrible night,” says Plata, “ the 
whole army of the Greeks was 
swallowed up all at once and 
the island of Atlantis sank into 
the sea and disappeared.” 
Capart says that in a few 
hours 100 feet of white ash 
covered the nearby islands. 
Fires were started as far as 500 
miles away and a 115-foot tidal 
wave sped off in a circle from 
Santorini at more than 180 
miles an hour, destroying the 
whole empire of Atlantis, he 
adds. 
The Caparts claim to be the 
first to have put together the 
evidence from many fields of 
study 
The tidal wave also may have 
been what destroyed a city 
named for Poseidon as far away 
as what are now the shores of 
Lake Shott el Djerid in Tunisia. 


Treasury Will Hear More 
On Industrial Bond Move

NEW YORK (API - Seldom 
does the Treasury have much 
trouble getting publicity around 
iwome tax time, but a decision 
to takt effect this week could 
give his federal agencv' more 
than it wants. 
This decision concerns a sig­ 
nificant change in tax regula­ 
tions concerning corporations 
and tax-free bonds. Certainly it 
is one of the most important rul­ 
ings made in recent years by 
the tax people. 
Involved with the corporations 
are towns, cities and states who 
market what commonly are 
called industrial revenue bonds 
but which critics claim are 
more acxiurately described as 
tax-free corporate bonds. 
Originally 
these 
securities 
were used by municipalities in 
their ouest for industry and 
jobs. By borrowing money and 
erecting a plant they found it 
much easier to induce a compa­ 
ny to settle in their area. 
Since government agencies, 
municipalities, did the borrow­ 
ing these bonds were tax ffee, 
meaning the purchaser need 
pay no federal income tax on 
the interest. Since they were tax

free they were veiy attractive 
to purchasers. And since they 
were so attractive, purchasers 
willingly accepted low interest 
rates. 
As a result, a municipality 
could put up a plant for less 
than the corporation would pay 
to do the identical job. 
Gradually, corporations real­ 
ized the possibilities of this low- 
cost method of plant financing. 
Some of them encouraged towns 
to float issues on the promise 
they 
would 
sign 
long-term 
leases for use of the plant. 
Large 
companies, 
which 
would have no difficulty raising 
the money themselves, also took 
advantage of the situation. And 
industrialized states, finding in­ 
dustry leaving for these new 
plants, passed legislation per­ 
mitting tax-free industrial reve­ 
nue financing in their own 
areas. 
The practice grew steadily 
during the 1950s but it really 
shot up in the 1960s, especially 
after 1964. Last year $1.3 billion 
of these industrials revenue 
bonds were issued, compared 
with $500 million in 1966. 
Matching this growth was the 
growing alarm of the U.S. 
Treasury, which at first sought 
the help of Congress but then 
acted on its own. It intends to 
declare that after Friday such 
bonds are taxable. 
Preceding their action was a 
long battle, led largely by the 
Investment Bankers Associa­ 
tion, which declared: 
“ 'The majority of recent mu­ 
nicipal industrial bond issues 
have benefitted not the small 
community, but rather the big 
and powerful companies and the 
large affluent communities . . . ” 
Caught rushing to beat th< 
deadline was one of these pow­ 
erful companies, U.S. 
Steel 
Corp., a company whose net in­ 
come generally exceeds $200 
million a year. This Friday it 
hopes to market— rather it 
hopes that Lorain County, Ohio, 
markets—some $80 million of 
tax-free bonds for a new plant. 
Should the U.S. Steel financ­ 
ing be the last major one before 
the deadline, it would be a rath­ 
er symbolic end. 
Originally these bonds were 
meant for undernourished com­ 
munities and small companies. 
It was the abuse of them by 
wealthy municipalities and huge 
corporations and the loss of 
revenue that caused the Treas­ 
ury to act. 
Two big questions remain: 
(1.) Will the Treasury make the 
decision stick? (2.) Why should 
towns and companies that need 
such financing be denied it? 
Since many millions of dollars 
and powerful interests are in­ 
volved, a real slugfest could yet 
ensue. It might last long after 
the tax gong sounds April 15.

Griffin scored a 2 to 1 victory 
over Negro leader Charles Ev­ 
ers in Tuesday’s special election 
to fill the House seat vacated 
when John Bell Williams re­ 
signed in January to become 
governor. 
Evers said he will seek the 
post again and informed sources 
reported several white political 
figures will oppose Griffin when 
he enters the Democratic pri­ 
mary June 4 for a full term be­ 
ginning next January. 
The presence of Evers in the 
runoff and the absence of racist 
overtones marked the cam­ 
paign, which ended with Evers 
visiting Griffin’s headquarters 
to offer his personal congratula­ 
tions Tuesday night. 
The two men, shook hands, 
and Evers signed the guest 
book. 
As the Griffin supporters 
standing nearby applauded, Ev­ 
ers said, “ We’re all Mississip- 
pians. If I ’d won I ’d expect the 
same thing.” 
Griffin’s supporters crowded 
around Evers, shook hands and 
pounded him on the back in a 
display of high spirits. 
Griffin, 41, called the record 
vote an endorsement of his po­ 
litical philosophy. He describes 
himself as a conservative. 
Evers, 45. state field secre­ 
tary of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, told a television audi­ 
ence later more whites turned 
out to vote against him than he 
expected, but that the election 
proved a new day had arrived 
in the state. 
Unofficial returns from 296 of 
the district’s 308 precincts gave 
Griffin 85,039 votes to 42,684 for 
Evers, with the 127.723 total top­ 
ping both the first round figure 
and runoff predictions 
The first round brought out 
114,871, divided among Evers 
and six white opponents. Evers 
got 33,713 and Griffin 28,806.

Despite Health Problem, 
Fowler Doesn't Ease Off 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Henry 
H 
Fowler, secretary of the 
Treasury, says he Is ready to 
leave his post the minute he can 
get an honorable discharge. But 
until that happens—and he indi­ 
cates it won’t be soon—Fowler 
continues to be the busiest advo­ 
cate of administration causes 
before Congress 
There were rumors that Fowl- 
er would be next to quit Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s Cabinet long be­ 
fore Robert S. McNamara re­ 
signed from Defense, long be­ 
fore John Gardner quit Health, 
Education and Welfare, and 
long before Alexander B. Trow­ 
bridge left Commerce. 
There are rumors now. 
They gain currency from the 
state of Fowler’s health —he 
has gall bladder trouble—from 
his personal finances—he has 
had to borrow money—and from 
the administratn’s difficulty in 
getting tax proposals approved 
by Congress. 
Fowler doesn’t hesitate to dis­ 
cuss his status. 
“ I was drafted and remain 
drafted,” he said in an inter­ 
view. “ The President asked me 
to do it (take the job). The min­ 
ute I can get an honorable dis­ 
charge, I ’ll leave.” 
But he wouldn’t be pinned 
down as to when that might be. 
The Cabinet post has been a 
financial hardship to him. He 
left a lucrative law practice- 
more than $1(X),0(X) a year— for 
the 
Treasury, 
which 
pays 
$35,000. He has had to borrow 
money from two banks since 
taking office on April 1,1965. 
Fowler, who will be 60 in Sep­ 
tember, was hospitalized last 
June. The diagnosis was gall­ 
stones 


“ When the doctor finished the 
diagnosis, he said I ought to 
have it out as soon as I could,” 
Fowler said “ Just then the tele­ 
phone rang and my office told 
me Egypt and Israel were at 
each other and I tentatively ar­ 
ranged to postpone the opera­ 
tion. 
“ Since June I have not had 
the necessary five weeks that it 
takes to recuperate. I went on a 
diet and lost 18 pounds and I ’m 
back at the fighting weight I 
was when I left college. I should 
have the operation, but I don’t 
have the time.” 
The weight loss accelerated 
reports that he would resign for 
health reasons. But friends say 
he’s never looked better. 
Fowler’s normal working day 
begins at 8:30 a.m. and often 
continues until 1:30 a.m. 
“ He makes more trips to Cap­ 
itol Hill than a Senate page,” 
said one admirer. “ It seems 
there’s hardly a day when he’s 
not on the Hill plugging for that 
tax bill.” 
He referred to President 
Johnson’s proposal for a 10 per 
cent surtax on income taxes, 
one of several matters that 
Fowler is urging Congress to 
pass. 
Fowlej 
has detractors in 
Washington and in the business 
community. 
“ He was supposed to have 
rapport with Congress when he 
first took the job,” said a mem­ 
ber of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. “ When Lyndon John­ 
son’s rapport with Congress 
died, so did Fowler’s.” 
Yet the chainnan of Ways and 
Means, Rep. Wilbur Mills, D- 
Ark.,said of Prowler:

At a hearing on the surtax in

The states are waging war 
against each other—for new in­ 
dustries. 
The stakes are big: 
new 
plants, new jobs and new tax 
revenues. 
More than 68,000 manufactur­ 
ing plants have been built or un­ 
dergone major enlargement in 
the last four years in the United 
States at a cost of $54 billion. 
Every state wants its share 
and more. 
Through their development 
commissions 
they 
broadcast 
their advantages of tax exemp­ 
tions, financing programs, in­ 
dustrial sites, transportation, la­ 
bor force, educational systems, 
climate and recreational facili­ 
ties. 
Out of the peaceful plains of 
Ohio a platoon of business men 
dubbed “ Rhodes Raiders” —for 
Gov. James A. Rhodes-roves 
the country, seeking to capture 
industries for their state. 
This year they will contact 
1,400 companies on trips to Los 
Angeles, San FrancLsco, Dallas, 
Fort Worth, Houston, Chicago, 
Minneapolis, St. Louis. New 
York and Philadelphia. 


Rhodes’ slogan has been, 
“ Profit is not a dirty word in 
Ohio.” 
The Ohio Development Board 
reports that 574 plants nioved 
into the state and another 2,285 
plants expanded with an in­ 
crease of about 100,000 jobs in 
1966. It says only six plants 
moved out. 
In New York, the most heavi­ 
ly industrialized state, the State 
Commerce Department reports 
47 new manufacturing plants 
and 668 major expansions in 
1967. During the year there 
were 117 closings and contrac­ 
tions of manufacturing facil­ 
ities. 
Nearby C o n n e c t i c u t has 
trained its aim on New York 
City. It wants to lure corporate 
offices as well as plants and it’s 
had some success. 
“ Connecticut is presented as a 
good place to live,” says the 
State Development Commission. 
“ Executives weaiy of commut­ 
ing in and out of Manhattan are 
receptive to the idea of moving 
their offices out of the city as an 
alternative to the not very at­ 
tractive idea of moving their 
homes into the city .” 
Illinois has extended its indus- 


try-hunung to foreign countries 
Gov. Otto Kerner has led trade 
missions to Europe, Japan, Aus­ 
tralia and the Philippines. 
New and expanded plants in 
Illinois totaled 587 in 1967, up 
from 546 in 1966 It was estimat­ 
ed 42,600 jobs were created 
North Carolina takes a bouncA 
approach in its come-on Two 
big newspaper advertisements 
feature dominating pictures of 
a happy angler holding an out­ 
size fish and a group of col­ 
lege basketball stars. 
One of the ads starts out;

Vietnam (AP) - 
More than 10,000 miles from his 
six motherless children. Air 
Force Sgt. John L. Wolfe is still 
getting letters offering to care 
for his temporarily fatherless 
brood. There are even some of­ 
fers of marriage. 
Not wanting to give up his Air 
Force career, Wolfe turned 
down a hardship discharge and 
arrived in Vietnam at the end of 
February 
He left three of his children 
with relatives and the two oldest 
boys in a children’s home until 
his return. A boy born a week 
before his wife died of a brain 
hemorrhage in March 1966 has 
been adopted by Wolfe’s broth­ 
er. 
“ I think the children will be 
all right.” Wolfe said at the air 
base here, where he is supervi­ 
sor of sentry dog handlers. 
“ This gives me great peace of 
mind.” 
Shortly after his wife died, the 
Air Force offered Wolfe a hard­ 
ship discharge. But the 36-year- 
old sergeant already had 13 
years in the service and decided 
to stick it out for at least seven 
more, until he could retire on a 
pension. 
Orders 
to Vietnam came 
while Wolfe was stationed at the 
air base in Columbus, Miss. 
When the news of his plight hit 
the papers, he was flooded with 
»ffers to care for his children 
He said he had hundreds of calls 
from 31 states. 
“ I didn’t realize there were so 
many good-hearted people in 
the world,” the sergeant said. 
But he declined all the offers. 
^^olfe’s sister in West Point, 
Ky., took George, 5. and Ralph. 
4. Wanda, 10, is in Valley Sta­ 
tion, Ky., with Wolfe’s brother, 
who adopted the baby boy. 
Jonathan, 7, and David, 9, are 
spending the year at a Baptist 
orphange in Middletown, Ky., 13 
miles from Valley Station. 
^olfe said he has received 15 
letters from women who want to 
mother his children since he ar­ 
rived at Phu Cat. 
“ You can’t get much better 
than that,” Wolfe said, pointing 
to the picture of a widow from 
Dothan, Ala. 
But Wolfe says he has no 
plans to accept any of the offers 
of matrimony. 
“ Maybe if all the ladies read 
this they will stop writing me 
and calling my mother.” he 
said.

Movies Raising I ron Curtain

NEW YORK (AP) - Holly­ 
wood on the Volga? Somewhat 
of a possibility. The MGM lion 
in Budapest? U.S. producers

And it’s 
being encouraged. 
American moviemakers in­

The MGM production with 
costs 
somewhat

million, 
unofficially,

have cost about $1 million more 
if it were made in Hollywood, 
or even London, and perhaps 
even more than that depending 
on what reconstructions of a 
Kiev set would 
have been 
necessary. Industry estimates 
are that $300,000 was spent in 
Hungary for the use of a full 
crew, studio, equipment and 
interpreters 
John 
Frankenh eim er, 
director 
of

F^ixer,’’ 
speaking 
of

Hungarian 
loc'ation, said: “ Here we have 
ideal locations, extraordinary 
cooperation,

In fact, the government and 
the Motion Picture Association 
of America are encouraging 
such deals in the interest of 
East-West bridge-building and

primarily about film exchanges 
with thè Soviet Union, rather 
than production abroad, said.

LONDON — <NEA) — The 
British Intelligence S e r v i c e 
was once rated the world’s 
finest, respected by Am erica 
and Russia alike. Today it is 
considered to be b u m b l i n g 
and inept, and Washington se­ 
curity chiefs have lost confi­ 
dence in their British opposite 
numbers. 
British Intelligence is said 
to operate its own “ Old Boy 
Network,” choosing its staff 
bv the color of their school 
ties rather than by their abil­ 
ity. Its screening m e t h o d s 
have been criticized as being 
sloppy. Since the war, too 
many traitors and spies have 
slipped through its butter fin­ 
gers, according to the current 
indictment. 
The number of British trai­ 
tors now in Soviet Russia at­ 
tests to British Intelligence’s 
failures. They include H ar­ 
well atomic scientist Bruno 
Pontecorvo, who defected to 
Russia in 1950, and who now 
heads a space physics labora­ 
tory in Siberia. They also in­ 
clude Donald 
Maclean, 
the 
British diplomat turned spy. 


Then there is George Blake, 
who escaped to Russia while 
he was s e r v i n g a 42-year 
prison sentence for espionage 
in Britain. 
Lastly, there is H a r o l d 
(K im ) ‘Philby, considered by 
inanv to be the most impor­ 
tant spy the Russians ever re­ 
cruited in the West. Philby 
managed to penetrate to the 
very heart of British In telli­ 
gence, holding key posts with 
M-16, th e counterespionage 
branch. 


Suddenly Kim Philby l*as 
become the center of a spy 
scandal.

This was 
one of the most sensitive posts 
in the whole security setup, 
and Philby’s promotion should

Whitehall hearing. 
5—When Philby was finally 
denounced as the mysterious 
“ third man” who had tipped 
off Burgess and Maclean, why 
did the government rush to 
his defense? 
In 1955, Col. Marcus Lipton, 
a Labor M P, arose in the 
House of Commons and pub­ 
licly denounced Philby as the 
tip-off man. This triggered an 
immediate reaction from the 
g o v e r n m e n t , with Harold 
M acm illan, then British for­ 
eign secretary, giving Philb> 
a complete bill of health. 
After praising the spy for 
being able and conscientious 
while in government service, 
Macm illan declared. “ I have 
no reason to conclude that 
Mr. Philby has at any time 
betrayed the interests of his 
country.” The upshot was that

Fowler Cites War Needs 
As Reason For Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Henry H 
Fowler, shifting emphasis from 
economic to military arguments 
for higher taxes, says a bigger 
hike than originally sought may 
be needed if 200,000 more men 
are sent to Vietnam. 
Fowler told the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee Tuesday no 
decision has been made on any 
big manpower addition to the 
war zone. But he added that if it 
comes about, the administration 
will need more than the 10 per 
cent tax surcharge it has al­ 
ready requested. 
Charles J. Zwick, director of 
the Budget Bureau, said sending 
200,000 more men to Vietnam 
could cost $4 billion. 
Although the administration 
hasn’t abandoned economic ar­ 
guments for the surcharge, the 
emphasis on Vietnam require­ 
ments appeared designed to win 
friends for the proposal in Con­ 
gress and among the public by 
appealing to patriotism and sac­ 
rifice at home. 
Fowler made his strongest bid 
so far to get the surcharge la­ 
beled a war tax 
Some 
Congress 
members 
complained last year the admin­ 
istration lost its chance to win 
quick approval of the surcharge 
by not calling it a war tax -a 
term understandable to every­ 
one 
There was some sentiment 
among adminLstration advisers 
for using the war-tax label But 
when President Johnson sent 
the measure to Congress he 
dwelled mostly on suc*h issues 
as 
inflation, 
availability 
of 
mortgage money and the need 
to counter a rise in interest 
rates 
Responding to a question by 
Sen. 
Vance Hartke, 
D-Ind., 
Fowler told the F'inanc’e Com­ 
mittee he does not believe there 
will be a need for wage, price 
and credit controls 
But Fowler said if more men 
are sent to Vietnam, he would 
favor an entirely new fiscal 
package, including deeper cuts 
in domestic spending in addition 
to higher taxes “ or a combina­ 
tion of both” 
Fowler said he favors a pend­ 
ing bill to extend excise taxes 
on autos and telephone service 
The Treasury chief also said 
he would support a plan by Sen. 
Clinton P Anderson, D-N.M., to 
attach the administration’s 10 
per cent tax-hike proposal to the 
excise measure. 
“ I’m in favor of anything 
which will bring about the en­ 
actment of this badly needed in­ 
come tax increase at the ear- 
best possible time,” Fowler 
said 
The House already has passed 
the 
excise 
measure, 
which 
would continue auto and tele­ 
phone excise rates at current 
levels, but the surcharge bill 
has been in the Ways and 
Means Committee since John­ 


son sent it to Congress last Au­ 
gust. 
The President, in his budget 
message to Congress Jan. 29, 
gave the first hint of a strategy 
shift to win approval of the tax 
hike. 
“ It is not the rise in regular 
budget outlays which requires a 
tax increase, but the cost of 
Vietnam,” Johnson said then 
But when administration wit­ 
nesses went before Congress 
they shied away from the war 
label even when Sen Jacob K. 
Javits, R-N.Y., cited the Presi­ 
dent’s comments. 
Since then. Chairman Wilbur 
D. Mills, D-Ark., of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
has said a substantial escalation 
could force Congress to raise 
taxes. 
Mills’ opposition to a tax hike 
has been the principal reason 
for its lack of progress in Con­ 
gress

He explained that San Francis­ 
co and Los Angeles customs 
have been unable to conduct all 
of the inspections, and some 
articles are coming here.

developers and planners of Kan­ 
sas City’s renowned Country 
Club Plaza, died Tuesday. He 
was 85. 
Taylor was former president 
and chairman of the board of 
the J. C. NichoLs Co. The Plaza 
was a Nichols project. Taylor 
began as a real estate sales­ 
man, later rose to sales man­ 
ager for Nichols, became presi­ 
dent of the firm in 1940 and 
board chairman in 1950 when 
Nichols died. 
He was born in Chatham, 111., 
and attended high school in 
Emporia, Kan., and the College 
of Emporia, where he once 
earned $11 a week as a book 
store clerk.

WASHINGTON—(N E A )—In a single, sim­ 
ple sentence on page 114 of the President’s 
1968 Economic Report, a western senator 
found company to end the loneliness of the 
long-distance runner. 
For years. Sen. Lee Metcalf has insisted 
that privately owned power c o m p a n i e s 
charge too much for electricity. And on this 
issue, the Metcalf office has stood pretty 
much alone on Capitol Hill. 
Then came the sentence in the report: 
“ The comparison between price changes and 
unit labor costs suggests that public utilities 
have not passed the full benefit of improved 
productivity on to their customers.’’ 
In the language of the average resident 
who pays his electric bill each month, it 
means that electricity is getting cheaper to 
produce, but not commensurately cheaper to 
l)uy. 
The 
discrepancy 
means 
increased 
profits for someone. 
How much profit, and for whom, Metcalf 
has been asking. President Lyndon Johnson, 
whose previous concern about electric bills 
includes turning off W’hite 
House lights, 
would appear to be getting curious himself. 
“ At 
least, 
it 
makes 
us 
respectable,’’ 
grinned \^ ic Keinemer, Metcalf aide who co­ 
authored the book “ Overcharge,” and wdth 
the senator has been hacking away at pri- 
vatel> owned power companies for years. 
Investor-owned utilities—as opposed to the 
smaller, municipally owned systems—supply 
the bulk of electric power in the United 
Stales. Yet while they claim to be part of free 
enterprise. Senator Metcalf has made a 
crusade out of asserting they operate with 
much of the sanctity of governments. 
“ Investor-Owned Utilities (I.O.U.s as Met­ 
calf calls them) have the right of eminent 
domain, just as governments do,” says the 
Montana Democrat. “ They have boundaries, 
just as states and nations do, and they have 
a complete monopoly on their essential j)ro- 
duct in their territory. 
‘ Utilities and governments alike are em­ 
powered to recpiire public payments, through 
rates or taxes. Neither governments nor 
1 () IJ.s go broke. They just adjust the taxes 
. . . or the rates” 
As a result of ovei adjustments, many in­ 
vestor-owned electric power companies are 
enjoying profits well-above the 6 per cent 
rate of return generally allowed, according 
to Federal Power Commission figures. 
.According to Metcalf, the sting of such 
j rolits to th(‘ consumer is not only that his 
overcharge dollars are lining the pocket of 
a perhaps distant utility investor, but that 
some of the contributions made out of those 
profits may not agree with bis politics. 
It was his own curiosity about these con­ 
tributions, the senator claims, that first led 
him to studying the power companies. 
■'In analyzing my elt-ction to the Senate in 
1960 1 realized I had been knocked around 
badly during the campaign by the power 
companies, so my staff and 1 decided to find 
out where they got the money to attack us. 
■‘Well, we found out they got it from profits 
fi'om their consumers, many of whom are my

I pay for power 
usage in Montana, too, and my own money 
was being used to attack me! 
“ The more we got to looking into this, the 
more we realized this wasn’t just in Montana, 
it was a nationwide pattern.” 
“ This is one of the most important prob­ 
lems in America,” insists Metcalf. But for a 
nation that often tunes its primary concerns 
to the pitch of its pocketbook, the American 
public has shown a remarkable apathy. 


The enormitv of the overpricing of elec­ 
tricity, according to M etcalf’s office, is at­ 
tributed to the general lack of public know­ 
ledge about utility economics. Even the state 
power com m issions, responsible for regula­ 
tion of utility rates, are nadequately staffed 
and versed in utility rate procedures and, 
therefore, unable to argue effectively when a 
utility asks for a rate increase. 


Interlaced with the fog surrounding utility 
operating expenses, ownerships and stock 
options, says Metcalf, is an extensive pub­ 
licity program. It includes supplying small 
newspapers with free proprivate power edi­ 
torials, supplying speakers for service club 
gatherings and other measures aimed at 
making Reddy Kilowatt look like a cross be­ 
tween Cupid and Mary Poppins. 
Municipally owned power plants as com­ 
pared with private power, Metcalf points out. 
often charge rates half that of the private 
companies, besides plowing part of their 
revenues back into the city operating budget 
and cutting down local taxes. Even after sub­ 
tracting higher federal taxes (which private 
power companies pay) from the differences 
in revenues, he says, the private companies’ 
rates are still higher than necessary. 
Metcalf legislation aimed at making utility 
practices a matter of public record was in­ 
troduced in the Senate this session. Basical­ 
ly. the Utility Consumers’ Council Act of 
1968 would require utilities to provide certain 
information about their operation to the state 
regulatory commissions. It also calls for 
establishment of a Utility Consumers’ Council 
which would represent the interests of con­ 
sumers when understaffed state commis­ 
sions are faced with a new rate increase. 
Cost of setting up the new council is not a 
factor, the senator claims, because even a 
1 per cent rate decrease would elicit a $40 
million savings annually in the federal gov­ 
ernment’s giant utility bill. 


If, however, the investor-owned utilities 


carry the power and influence in public af­ 
fairs that the Montana senator claim s they 
do, his bill would appear to have slight 
chance. At least one former congressm an 
blam es power companies for ending his c a ­ 
reer on Capitol Hill after he opposed them. 


“ They’ve poured money 
into a lot 
of 
campaigns,” said William Mch’arland, form­ 
erly of Texas, now retired in Washington. “ I 
wouldn’t give Metcalf’s bill the chance of a 
one-legged man at a pants-kickin’.” 
Whatever the outcome, the constant “ Met- 
calfian” pressure apparently has not affected 
a power company in his own bailiwick. Mon­ 
tana Power, which enjoyed a 17.07 per cent 
rate of return in 1967, has now requested 
permission for a new increase in rates. 
“ I guess,” sighed the senator, “ Vic and I 
w'ill have to write another book, and call it 
'Son of Overcharge.’ ”

Not all guerrilla operatioas, of course, hav e been 
su(x *essful. In the jungles of northern Burma and 
Thailand, for ex amole. are the remnants of a 
shadowy Chinese Nationalist band, which the CIA 
gathered together in the early 19 50s. The CIA 
furnished them with weapons and money , pointed 
them in the direction of Red China and enc’ouraged 
them to conduct raids across the border. 
They wound up fighting Burmese gov ernment 
troops more than the Chinese (’ommunlsts. Finally , 
they used their CIA sutsidy to go into the opium 
basiness. Now middle-aged, they hav e taken wiv es 
and settle down.

Aggressors Sap U.S. Strength 


Realistic Anti- Red 
Policy Vital

DUBAI, ARABIAN PENNINSULA (NEA) 
The limits of American power were nev er so clear as tod ay 
in this oil rich area of the Mid d le East as the British prepare 
to withd raw their troops from the Arab land s and Malay sia- 
Singapore. 


The United States cannot at the same time militarily 
d efend the free world in Vietnam, Thailand , Western Eu rope, 
the Mid d le East, Latin America, central Africa and in the 
Med iterranean basin with the limited military and monetary 
contribu tions being giv en by ou r allies. 


Some practicable new U.S. approach therefore is req u ired 
to help free cou ntries of the world maintain their ind epend ­ 
ence. U.S. forces and U.S. fu nd s are not u nlimited . Some­ 
time the United States will hav e to make a d ecision on 
priorities—d raw an imaginary line on a map in the State 
Department as to what this cou ntry , with the resou rces we 
hav e av ailable, can reasonably d efend from aggression. 


In a v ery real sense we are in the process of d rawing that 
line and d ecid ing by d efau lt what we can and cannot d efend 
and how d eeply we can commit ou rselv es to this cou ntry or 
that. 
The Commu nist world —Ru ssia, Red China, North Vietnam 
and their satellites—are gingerly ex pand ing their ex ploration, 
by trial and error, of ju st what areas we will d efend and 
how far we will go to d efend them. 
When the Commu nist cou ntries find in their patient ex plora­ 
tions that there is a cou ntry we cannot d efend becau se its 
d efense will stretch u s too thin in v iew of ou r other obliga­ 
tions, then they will mov e in. 
Take the Mid d le East and Africa. 


Moscow has giv en MIGs for the hghting in Nigeria. It su p­ 
plied ad v isers, arms, pilots and poison gas for the war in 
Yemen. It is giv ing fu nd s to an u nd ergrou nd rev olu tionary 
mov ement in Tu rkey . It has su pplied $200 million in military 
eq u ipment to Algeria and has re-eq u ipped Nasser in Egy pt. 
Sov iet organizers are stirring u p trou ble in Eritrea. Newly 
ind epend ent Ad en may look to Moscow for help. 


Sov iet and Sov iet-bloc schools for training Africans, Mid d le 
Easterners and Sou th Asians in su bv ersiv e insu rgency are 
being rapid ly ex pand ed with emphasis on u nd ergrou nd politi­ 
cal organizations, sabotage, espionage, terrorism, crowd con­ 
trol and the infiltration of non-Commu nist organizations, su ch 
as the military , stu d ent grou ps and gov ernment bu reau c­ 
racies. 
Moscow’s activ ity in North Africa is a seriou s potential 
threat to American interests in the Med iterranean and West­ 
ern Eu rope. 
North Africa cov ers the sou thern flank of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO). 
The arming of Algeria threatens her mod erate North Afri­ 
can neighbors—Morocco, Tu nisia and Liby a. 
Eritrea, Ad en and Yemen, where Sov iet agents are activ e, 
stand at the approaches to the Red Sea and Ind ian Ocean. 


Faced with the Vietnam war, the British pu llou t from 
strategic points and French-Sov iet co-operation in the Mid d le 
East, the United States is in no position to offer mu ch hard 
assistance to the mod erate states on Algeria’s bord ers, to the 
mod erate gov ernments of Iran and Jord an or to the sev eral 
western-leaning ind epend ent states in this part of the Arabian 
Peninsu la. 
This brings u s back to the hard necessity of d ev eloping a 
practical new policy . 
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la niels are not found in the wild state, ex cept a 
few Baetrian camels in Tu rkestan. 


Dare we to say that Lent is 
for Wild Liv ing?

Office is not like other gov ernment agencies.

Variou sly d escribed as pry ing, nitpicking, firm- 
mind ed , opinionated , it is a fiscal intelligence 
serv ice that keeps 2,400 au d itors roaming throu gh 
the sprawling v astness of the fed eral 
gov ernment, 
looking for waste and for compliance with cbh- 
gressionally -prescribed pocketbook safegu ard s. 
The comptroller general, who head s GAO,,jis 
appointed by the Presid ent for a 15-y ear term l>u t 
GAO belongs to Congress. It is Congress’ combined 
watchd og and gad fly operating on the ex ecu tiv e 
branch, and Congress lov es it. 
In its most recent annu al report, GAO claimed its 
activ ities sav ed the tax pay ers $190.1 million, 
u 
Some activ ities of the fed eral gov ernment, 
howev er, are ex empt from GAO au d it. The su ­ 
persecret Central Intelligence Agency and National 
Secu rity Agency are, for obv iou s reasons. 
Bu t some Congress members q u estion why the 
Fed eral Reserv e Board and the office of tt\e 
comptroller of the cu rrency are shield ed from GAV) 
scru tiny .

The Fed and the comptroller’s office are two of 
the three principal agencies that su perv ise banks. 
The third is the Fed eral Deposit Insu rance Coj^., 
which insu res bank d eposits.

GAO looks into the affairs of FDIC, bu t 1 ^ 
feu d ed for y ears with that agency ov er withhold ing 
from its scru tiny some information FDIC say s, it 
mu st keep confid ential. 
The issu e of broad er GAO access to the workings 
of the bank su perv isory agencies has boiled u p at 
hearings by the Hou se Banking Committee on ithe 
q u ality of bank su perv ision. 
Comptroller General Elmer B. Staats testifiifd 
GAO cannot make a meaningfu l au d it of FDfC 
u nd er the present restrictions. Faced with these, he 
said , a priv ate au d iting firm wou ld withd raw. 
Specifically , Staats said , “we cannot appraise the 
effectiv eness of the ex aminations in id entify ing 
banks whose financial cond ition is u nstable.” 
Staats’ testimony u nd erstand ably got a friend ly 
reception from Chairman Wright Patman, D-Tex ., 
of the Banking Committee whose su spicion of,hig 
banks and feu d with the Fed eral Reserv e are 
legend in Congress. His efforts to enact legislation in 
line with these feelings, howev er, hav e met at best 
u nev en su ccess. 
Some of Patman’s colleagu es, howev er, think he 
may fare better if the present inq u iry resu lts'in 
legislation pu shing wid er the d oors of the bank 
su perv isory agencies for GAO’s au d itors.

Commission on Civ il Disord er d id not spare white 
racism. The report, head ed by Gov ernor Otto 
Kerner of Illinois assisted by Major John Lind say of 
New York and other able members, was frank and 
specific. It d emonstrated that the riots were not 
planned or d irected or organized ; the participaitts 
reacted to a series of incid ents that grad u ally 
heightened tension u ntil the final incid ent—in half 
the cases a police action—set off the riot. 
, 
The Commission gav e the people of this cou ptry 
two choices—the United States can become an 
apartheid state, d iv ed ed into blacks and whites like 
the Union of Sou th Africa, or it can take immed iate 
d rastic and ex pensiv e steps to create new 
opportu nities in a common society . 
If the report is to be effectiv e, major efforts mu st 
be mad e at once to pu t the challenge and 
recommend ations to work. The White Hou se mu st 
lead , with the help of priv ate ind u stry , in u sing all 
the facilities of this nation in a combined effort to 
erad icate the d epriv ation, d iscrimination and 
fru stration which are the primary cau ses of the 
riots. 
Whether su fficient improv ements can be mad e 
before another long hot su mmer is q u estionable. 
Some steps are being mad e in the ghettoes 
themselv es 
which 
are 
ex pressed 
throu gh 
organization. Resid ents of u rban ghettoes are a 
minority grou p bu t throu gh self organization with 
responsible lead ership they cou ld organize for better 
commu nicty liv ing instead of v iolence. The ghetto 
resid ents cannot d o the improv ement job alq t^ 
becau se they lack resou rces, both hu man and 
economic, bu t with the aid of the many ex isting 
facilities they cou ld organize themselv es and 
become a constru ctiv e power. The d esire for self- 
improv ement mu st be basic in the ghettoes as well 
as in any other section of ou r society . 
The Commission has offered its challenge. I f c 
cou ntry is rich enou gh and we hope intelli^fenit 
enou gh to sav e itself from racial war. It 
prov id e jobs and job training; it mu st bu ilcFtir 
rebu ild d ecent hou sing; it mu st integrate and 
ed u cate tlie police and the National Gu ard ta ie 
constru ctiv e in its protection and abov e alGito 
conv ince the American people that the prev entiontrf 
riots is ev ery bod y ’s job. The afflu ent citizens, 
whether white or black, cannot isolate themselv es 
and av oid their responsibilities.

The build-up for 
the battle had begun months 
earlier. As Giap built, there was 
talk of an international meeting 
to bring the war to an end. Giap 
desp erately wanted a big victo­ 
ry , to have a winning hand at 
the table. 
Today there is frequent talk of 
the p ossibility of a conference. 
Some here say they are con­ 
vinced that the Communist of­ 
fensive of the lunar new y ear 
was intended to seek a winning 


hand in the event of talks 
By the time the 1954 agree­ 
ment was reached on Geneva 
talks op ening in Ap ril, Giap was 
ready , p atiently awaiting his op ­ 
p ortunity to isolate the French 
and starve them out of a for­ 
tress designed originally as the 
bait to lure him into battle. 
The p sy chol(^ical moment 
was at hand. France was in an 
up roar over the war. For a long 
time it had looked hop eless. 
Giap and his chief. Ho Chi 
Minh, saw a chance to win the 
war more quickly in Paris then 
in the hills of Tonkin 
Some of the things y ou hear 
the Americans say ing today 
about the Viet Cong y ou heard 
the French say 14 y ears ago 
about the Viet Minh, Ho’s Com­ 
munist league for indep endence. 
The sort of war Ho and Giap 


were fighting was new and be­ 
wildering for a French army ac­ 
customed to classical war on 
fix ed fronts. 
Frenchmen had looked with 
scorn on the little men they 
called “les jaunes”—the y ellows 
—and considered them cowards 
for scattering and running away 
from from sup erior forces. The 
French could not understand 
why “les jaunes” would never 
get involved in a “set-p iece” 
battle, the sort the French want­ 
ed, so that sup erior forces could 
mow the enemy down. 
The Viet Minh, unless they 
were sure of victory , would melt 
away into the country side. Their 
war was one of ambush, of sp o­ 
radic terror in the cities, of long 
and p atient attrition. 
By French estimate, the Viet 
Minh had 300,000 men, many of 


them 
conscrip ts 
dragooned 
against their wills but others 
considering themselves p atriots 
fighting to drive out the foreign­ 
er. The French had their own 
forces of 200,000 along with 
200,000 in a Vietnamese army . 
But—as is the case today —the 
Vietnamese army fighting with 
the foreigner often ineffective 
against the shadowy foe. As to­ 
day , y oung men dodged the 
draft or bought their way out of 
it.The nights, the French would 
say , belonged to the Viet Minh 
who used the cover of darkness 
to hide their terror attacks, am­ 
bushes and disrup tion of com­ 
munications. 
In Hanoi one day , toward the 
end, I sat with a French officer 
and watched a cluster of Ton­ 
kinese p easants ey e our Jeep . 
Their faces were masks under 


their straw hats. The officer 
gestured toward them. 
“These p eop le—may be they 
are Viet Minh, may be they are 
not. Who are the Viet Minh? 
Where are they ? Who knows? 
They are every where.” The 
Frenchman shrugged in token 
of help lessness. 


You can hear the same thing 
about the Viet Cong these day s. 
In November 1953, the French 
commander, Gen. Henri Na­ 
varre, conceived the Navarre 
Plan. It p roduced a state of eu­ 
p horia among American advis­ 
ers with the U.S. military assist­ 
ance mission. The idea was that 
Navarre 
would 
concentrate 
forces in the Red River delta as 
bait for the Communists. He 
would 
continue 
offensives 
against guerrilla bases. This 


would be followed by a major 
offensive. 
Navarre p arachuted troop s 
into Dien Bien Phu, a remote 
cluster of mud and straw huts 
p erched on p oles, 180 miles 
from the nearest French sup p ly 
base. He would lure the Com­ 
munists into that much-desired 
“set-p iece” battle. The French 
set up seas of barbed wire bar­ 
ricades until, by the turn of the 
y ear, it was a formidable com­ 
p lex , six by four miles, encir­ 
cled by thickly forested hills. 
Ho’s men, at great cost in 
life and labor, dragged sup ­ 
p lies and artillery up to the 
commanding hills, where the 
French thought it imp ossible 
for artillery to be. 
strong p oints. The command 
p ost comp lex was made up of 
underground 
p ositions, 
well 


bunkered and encircled by more 
barbed wire. But in early as 
saults by the Communists’ hill 
top artillery , two hill p osition: 
feU to the Viet Minh. The Com 
.munists dug in again and no\ 
from the surrounding hills couh 
p ound fire down on the bow 
that was Dien Bien Phu. 
Night and day , throughout th« 
months of battle, transp or 
p lanes sup p lied by the Ameri 
cans took off with men and sup 
p lies from Haip hong into ar 
tiaircraft fire thicker than tht 
p ilots had encountered ovei 
Germany in World War II. 
“We must win this one,” Gen 
Rene Cogny told me. He wai 
commander in Tonkin and one 
of France’s outstanding officers 
Navarre had gambled on his 
p lan for an “autumn offensive.” 
But autumn never came.
